Screen Is Cut 


The screen of a icar door had been 


cut. An oil ran which wa.s lefl on tin: 
back 
porch, wa.s found 
inside the 


house. The top of the can wa.s off. The 
can wa.s empty. It had contained fuel 
oil, firemen said. 


The investigation showed that the 


blaze originated about the center of 
the house, inside a closet. The blaze 
burned through the floor and then 
spread upward through the ceiling, 
damaging the bouse and contents to 
Ihe extent of about $3.000 before the 
Hope 
fire department 
brought the 


blaze under control. 


Downs, who lives alone, wa.s away 


from home at the time the fire slarted. 


Chief of Police John W. Ridgdill 


re|x>rted that Downs, a-former Hope 
officer, was with members of the po- 
lice department late Saturday night 
and until the blaze was discovered 
early Sunday morning. 


Was Helping Police 


Ridgdill said that Downs was aiding 


officers in a search for Elijah Turner, 
negro ex-convict, who is at liberty. 
It is recalled that Turner, with two 
bullet wounds in the body, rose up 
.Croni a bed of pain at Josephine hos- 
pital anil escaped wearing a nightgown 
anil blanket. 


Hidgdill said that Downs wa.s being 


taken 
to his home

morning by Policemen Claude Stuart 
and Hugh Bearden, and as they neared 
the Downs residence they discovered 
it was afire. 


Damage to the house, owned by A. 


D. Midtllcbrooks, was partly covered 
by insurance. Loss of the household 
contents was partly covered by in- 
surance.

The fundamental needs of mankind 


are food, fuel, clothing, shelter, and 
nicdiciil and dental care. We heard n 
great doael about (he hygiene of the 
body from the point of view of hous- 
ing nutrition and warmth, but seldom 
is- there serious attention given to the 
hygiene of our clothing. Most people 
wear clothing without ever thinking 
about why they wear it. The various 
types of scientists have dfiferent ideas 
en this subject. Some insist that hu- 
man beings first adopted clothing for 
decorative purposes. Others insist that 
citthing came because of modesty, and 
the last view is that we wear clothing 
for protection. 


As we look en the history of the de- 


vc!er,pment of mankind, it seems most 
iLiisonablc to believe that clothing 
came first as a decoration. Exactly as 
various animals have highly colored 
plumage to attract the opposite sex, so 
probably also primitive man began 
fastenings things to his body as a 
means of attraction. According to the 
Bible, fig leaves were first put on to 
satisfy ideas of modesty. In earlier 
days men probably lived largely in 
warm climates. Now that mankind 
has spread throughout the world, it is 
reasonable to believe that a primary 
purpose for clothing today is protec- 
tion. 


Indeed it is reasonable to believe 


that mankind could not have spread 
from warm areas to cold areas had 
there not been the development of 
clothing. 


We know today that man is a warm- 


blooded animal nnd thut he must sus- 
tain his warmth if he is to live. Cloth- 
ing is the means by which he holds 
the warmth within his body. Cover- 
ings do not create heat, but they do 
diminish the rate at which heat is lost 
from the body. 


Clothing also many affect the cir- 


culation of the blood, the rate of 
breathing, the posture of the body and 
the 
internal organs. For 
instance, 


tight garters or tight hats will interfere 
with the circulation in the legs or in 
the skull. Heavy clothing mny be such 
a weight on the body as to inhibit 
movement. Tight 
corsets 
interfere 


with breathing. Tight belts may con- 
strict the inlenral organs. 


In general the whole tendency of 


modern clothing is to get away from 
tightness and to make the clothing 
truly a prelection against loss of heat 
without any of the dangers to the tis- 
sues that have been mentioned. 


Of course fashions have much more 


to do with the choices of clothing by 
both men and women than hygienic 
considerations. This is unfortunate. 
Probably a certain amount of educa- 
tion of those who design the styles as 
to the hygienic considerations that 
prevail would make it possible for 
them to design new types of clothing 
which would meet with their ideas of 
art nnd which would not at the same 
time interfere with the health of the 
body.

This is probably the question that 


bothers more parents than all the oth- 
er matters of family raising put to- 
gether. Obedience, and, of course, dis- 
cipline.

them, and that just about settled it. If 
this sounds as though the good old 
times were perfect, and boys and girls 
were all nice little "yes" people. I hur- 
ry to correct it. There was more obe- 
dience but there was more unhappi- 
ness, too—and more craft. 


There is so much to bo said about 


discipline that wo shall have to take 
it step by tse pand talk over subjects 
as they come. The first, however, 
should be an untangling of meanings. 
Discipline does not mean punishment. 
It implies, rather, instilling in the boy 
or gorl a sense of obligation to do right 
and to conform to orders with, or with- 
out, the spoken word. 


Discipline comes from "disciple." 


And "disciple" means pupil. "One who 
believes and practices the teachings of 
another." 


One authority explains that discip- 


line is the strict and REGULAR men- 
tal and moral training and develop- 
ment of character. Another gives "sub- 
mission 
to control." The last 
one 


names both, but adds as a corollary, 
"corrective- measures." 
Which does 


I mean punishment, doesn't 
it? Bui 


punishment Is a corrective for tindis-' 
ciplinc. It can be both constructive 
nnd destructive. It is only useful when 
it leavi s the child better off than he 
was before. 


ll there is to be a pupil, there must 


be a teacher. And the first quality 
i-.i a uood teacher is leadership. Moth- 
er, you need not feel abashed by this 
i.uluT martial term. You need not 
put on helmet or spurs in order to 
qualify. That quiet, gentle voice of 
v< 11 rs need not bt lifted, even. 
You 


tan lie a first class leader by just using 
sij'ii language, if you like—just a nod 
anil .1 smile. All (lie children need to 
kiu.w is that YOU KNOW. And that 
vuu mean what you say when you 
say it.

dren themselves. Once they know you 
to lie fair, anil that you understand all 
their little troubles and temptations, 
they will be mere anjiioiLs to do your 
bidding.

Exploiting a Rich Adventure Vein 


In "The Fate of the Grosvenior" 


(Covici-Friede: $2.75), Jonathan Lee 
exploits the same sort ,of vein which 
bore such rich dividends for Nordhoff 
and Hall in the "Bounty" series. 


That is to say that he builds a novel 


around the facts of a great sea dis- 
aster. And if "The Fate of the Gros- 
vcnor" hardly comes up to the "Boun- 
ty" trilogy, it i.s nevertheless a sub- 
stantial and meaty novel which tells a 
fine story of shipwreck and adventure. 


The solid historical facts that were 


lying reaecly to his hand were impres- 
sive enough, in all conscience. 


The Grofvenor was a British East 


Indiaman which went on a reef near 
the Cape of Good Hope somewhere 
in the 1780's, with upwards of 100 peo- 
ple aboard. The wrecked vessel speed- 
ily broke up in the surf, and the sur- 
vivors got ashore with very little in the 
way of food, clothing or weapons. They 
were on a desolate coast some hun- 
dreds of miles from the nearest Euro- 
pean settlement. 


There was nothing to do but set out 


to walk all the way to Capetown, which 
the chipwrecked mariners promptly 
proceeded to do. 


It was a horrible trip. Hostile tribes- 


men raided them and stole their weap- 
ons. Their food gave out; thirst, star- 
vation and exhaustion began to take 
their toll. They .split cp into smaller 
parties and tried to get through by 
different routes; in the end, just eight 
people got through to civili/alion. What 
happened to the rest is still a mystery. 


All of this Mr. Lee has made into a 


good, straightforward novel of adven- 
ture. You'll find it eminently read-- 
able.

Tennessee Supreme, Court 


Throws Out Bill Strik- 


ing Boss Crump 


Nnslivillc, Term.—(/Ir)—Tho Tcnnes- 


s<;ir Supreme Court over the week-end 
invalidated Tennessee's county unit 
liliin for nominating candidates for 
K'lvenior. United States senator and 
public utilities commissioner and rein- 
stated tlio direct vote primary. 


Kd Crump, head of the Memphis 


poUtical machine against which the 
unit law was aimed, dec-hired thai the 
dec'ision meant defeat of Gov. Gordon 
Browning for renominalion 
in 
the 


Democratic primary August 4. 


The governor called an extra ses- 


sion of the legislature last October 
lo enact the unit law after he and 
Crump had (juarreled. 


Browning refused to comment on 


the court's decision. It had been re- 
ported that if the county unit system 
WHS thrown out he would call another 
extra .session to pass a law that would 
crime within the court's ruling. 


The court, in a 4-to-l decision, de- 


nounced it provision of the law that 
prevented a county from having more 
unit votes than the equivalent of one- 
(.•ighth of one per cent of its popula- 
tion. Eacli county was allowed one 
unit vole for each 100 popular votes 
cast in the preceding gubernatorial 
election, but with the limitation aimed 
at the city of Memphis. 


"In our form of government a large 


vote in a constitutional election can- 
not be regarded as an evil and dealt 
with as such under the police power 
of the stale." said the majority opinion, 
written 
by 
Chief Justice Graf ton 


Green. 
"Universal exercise of Ihe 


right of suffrage must be regarded 
i.-s the ideal support of democratic in- 
stitutions." 


The population limitation on unit 


votes was described as "an arbitrary 
abridgement of the rights of citizens 
of tbc counties affected and accord- 
ingly unconstitutional and void." 


"The provision for the county unit 


basis and the provision for the one- 
eighth of one per cent limitation arc 
inseparable." the opinion continued. 


The effect of (he unit system would 


have been to reduce the tremendous 
voting power of Memphis, which fre- 
quently has been the deciding factor 
in Democratic primaries. Under the 
population limitation, Memphis' unit

LOS ANGELES, Calif.-W)—A jury
